Rgr. Albert Barnes —Dear Sir: Ton have recently 
pnblished a tract, “ The Chnrch and Slavery.” 

" The opinion of each individual,” yon remark, “ con¬ 
tributes to form public sentiment, as the labour of the 
animalculse in the ocean contributes to the coral reefs that 
rise above the waves.” 

True, sir, and b^utifully expressed. But while 
harmony with your intimation, I must regard you one of 
the animalcnl® rearing the coral reef of public opinion, 
(jannot admit your disclaimer of “special influence' 
among them in their work. Doubtless, sir, yon have 
■'special influence,” and deserve to have. I make no 
spmogy for addrerang yon. I am one of the animalculse. 

I agree and I disa^e with you. I harmonize in yonr 
words, “ The present is, eminently, a time when the views 
of every man on the subject of slavery should be uttered 
in unambiguous tones.” I agree with yon in this affirma¬ 
tion, because the subject has yet to be fully understood; 
because, when understood, if the Bible does not sanction 
the system, the master must cease to be the master. The 
slave must cease to be the slave. He must be/r«e, and 
equal in political and social life. That is yonr 
■' unambiguous tone.” Let it be heard, if that is the word 
ofGod. 

But if the Bible does sanction the system, then that 
« unambignons tone ” will silence Abolitionists, who ad¬ 
mit the Scriptures; it will satisfy all good men, and give 
peace to the country. That is the “ tone ” I want men 
to hear. Listen to it in the past and present speech of 
Providence. The time was when yotc had the very public 
sentiment you are now trying to form. From Maine to 
Louisiana, the American mind was softly yielding to the 
impress of emancipation, in some hope, however vague 
and imaginary. Southern as well as Northers men, in 
the Chnrch and out of it, not having sufficiently studied 
the word of God, and under onr own and French revolu¬ 
tionary excitement, looking only at the evils of slavery, 
wished it awOT from the land. It was a mistaken public 
sentiment. Yet, such as it was, yon had it, and it was 
doing yonr work. It was Quaker-like, mild and affec¬ 
tionate. It did not, however, work fast enough for you. 
Ton thought that the negro, with his superior attributes 
of body and mind, and higher advantages of the nine¬ 
teenth century, might reach, in a day, the liberty and 
equality which the Anglo-American had attained after 
the struggle of his ancestors during a thousand years I 
Ton got up the agitation. Ton got it up over the length

A SECOND RESULT OP AGITATION. 

2. Many others, and yon among them, are trying, ii 
exactly the same way, just mentioned, to make the Bibli 
speak against slaveholding. Ton get nothing by tortur¬ 
ing the English version. People understand English. 
Nay, yon get little by applying the rack to the Hebrew 
and Greek, even before a tribunal of men like you, who 
proclaim beforehand that Moses, in Hebrew, and Panl, 
in Greek, must condemn slavery, because it is a violation 
of the first sentiments of the Dedaration of Independence. 
You find it difficult to persuade men that Moses and Paul 
were moved by the Holy Ghost to sanction the philosophy 
of Thomas Jefferson 1 You find it hard to make men 
believe that Moses saw in the mount, and Paul had vision 
in heaven, that this future apostle of Liberty was inspired 
by Jesus Christ. 

Ton torture very severely. But the muscles and bones 
of those old men are tough and strong. They won’t yield 
under your terrible wrenchings. Ton get only groans 
and rautterings. Ton claim these voices, I know, as tes¬ 
timony against slavery. But you cannot torture in secret, 
as in olden times. When putting the question, you have 
to let men be present who tell us that Moses and Paul 
won’t speak for yon—that they are silent, like Christ be¬ 
fore Pilate’s seourging-men; or, in groans and mntterings 
—the voices of their sorrow and the tones of their indig¬ 
nation—they rebuke yonr pre-judgment of the Almighty, 
when you say, if the Bible sanctions slavery, “ it neither 
ought to be nor could be received by mankind as a divine 
revelation.” 

This, sir, is the second result you have gained by your 
^itation. Ton have brought a thousand Northern min¬ 
isters of the Gospel, with yourself, to the verge of the 
same denial of the Word of God which they have made 
who are only a little ahead of yon in the road yon are 
travelling. 

A THIRD RESULT OF AGITATION. 

3. Meanwhile, many of your most pious men, soundest 
scholars and sagacious observers of Providence have been 

to study the Bible more faithfully in the light of the 
fimes; and they are reading it more and more in harmony 
With the views which have been reached by the highest 
Southern minds, to wit: that the relation of master and 
slave is sanctioned by the Bible; that it is a relation be- i 
longing to the same category as those of husband and 
wife, parent and child, master and apprentice, master and 
hireling; that the relations of husband and wife, parent 
wid child, were ordained in Eden, for man as man, and 
modified after the fall; while the relation of slavery, as a | 
system of labour, is only one form of the government 
ordained of God aver fallen and degraded man ; that the! 
soils in the system are the same evils of oppression we 
see in the relation of husband and wife, and all other 
forms of goremment; that slavery, as a relation suited 
to the more degraded or the more ignorant and helpless 
types of a sunken humanity, is, like all government, in¬ 
tended as the proof of the curse of such degradat ion, and 
at the same time to elevate and bless ; that the relation of 
husband and wife, being for man as man, will ever be over 
him ; while slavery will remain, so long as God sees it 
h«t, as a controlling power over the ignorant, the more 
i^raded and helpless; and that, when He sees it for the 
good of the country, he will cause it to pass away, if the 
slave can be elevated to liberty and equality, political 
and social, with his master, in that country, or out of that 
country, if snch elevation cannot be given therein, hnt 
■nay be realized in some other land; all which result must 
1)0 left to the unfoldings of the Divine will, in harmony 
mith the Bible, and not to a newly discovered dispense 
flon. These facts are vindicated in the Bible and Provi¬ 
dence. In the Old Testament, they stare you in the fec^ 
'0 the family of Abraham—in his slaves, bought with his 
nioney, and born in his house—in Hagar, running away, 
ander her mistress’s hard dealing with her, and yet sent 
back, as a fugitive slave, by the angel—in the law, which 
authorized the Hebrews to hold their brethren as slaves 
■or a time—^in which parents might sell their children 
^to bondage—in which the heathen were given to the 
Hebrews as their slaves forever—in which slaves were 
considered so much the money of their master that the 
^ter who killed one by an unguarded blow was, under 
^tain circumstances, snffi''iently punished in his slave’s 
o^th, because he thereby lost his money—in which the 
^uerence between man-stealing and slaveholding is, by 
set forth—in which the runaway from heathen mas- 
jots inay not be restored, because God gave him the 
^nefite of an adopt^ Hebrew. In the New Testament, 
"netein the slavery of Greece and Borne was recognised 
^rn the obligations laid on master and slave—in the

DECLARATION OP INDEPENDENCE. 

I agree with you, sir, that the second paragryih of the 
Declaration of Independence contains five affirmations, 
declared to be self-evident truths, which, if truths, do sus¬ 
tain yon,_ and all Abolitionists, in everything yon say as 
to the right of the negro to liberty; and not only to 
liberty—to equality, political and social. But I disagree 
with you as to their truth; and I say that not one of said 
affirmations is a self-evident truth, or a truth at all. On 
the contrary, that each one is contrary to the Bible; that 
each one, separately, is denied, and that all five, collec¬ 
tively, are denied and upset by the Bible, by the'natural 
history of man, and by Providence, in every age of the 
world. I say this now. In a subsequent communication 
I will prove what I affirm. For the present I merely add, 
that the Declaration of Independence stands in no need 
of these false affirmations. It was and is a beautiful 
whole without them. It was and is, without these imagi¬ 
nary maxims, the simple statement of the grievances the 
Colonies had borne from the mother country, and their 
right, as Colonies, when thus oppressed, to declare them¬ 
selves independent. That is to say, the right given of 
God to oppressed children to seek protection in another 
family, or to set up for themselves, somewhat before 
twenty-one or natural maturity; right belonging to them 
in the British family; right sanctioned of God; right 
blessed of God, in the resistance of the Colonies, as Colo¬ 
nies, not as individual men, to the attempt of the mother 
country to consummate her tyranny. But God gives 
sanction to the affirmation that He has creafrd all m 
equal —that this is self-evident —and that He has given 
them unalienable rights —that He has made government 
f o derive its power solely from their consent —and that He 
has given them the right to change that government, in 
their mere pleasure. All this, every word of it, every 
jot and tittle, is the liberty and equality claimed by infi¬ 
delity. God has cursed it seven times in France since 
1793; and He will curse it there seventy times seven, if 
Frenchmen prefer to be pestled so often in Solomon’s 
mortar. He has cursed it in Prussia, Austria, Germany, 
Italy, ^ain. He will enrso it as long as timo, whether 

it is affirmed by Jefferson, Paine, Robespierre, Ledru 
Boliin, Kossuth, Greeley, Garrison, or Barnes. 

Sir, that paragraph is an excrescence on the tree of 
liberty. I pray yon take it away. Worship it if yon 
will, and in manner imitate the Drnid. He gave reve¬ 
rence to the mistletoe, but first he removed the parasite 
from the noble tree. Do you the same. Cut away this 
mistletoe, with golden knife, os did the Druid—enshrine 
its imaginary divinity in grove or cave—then retire there, 
and leave onr oak to stand in its glory, in the light of 
Heaven. Men have been afraid to say all this for years, 
just as they have been timid to assert that God has 
placed master and slave in the same relation as husband 
and wife. Public sentiment, which you once had and 
have lost, suppressed this utterance, as the other. But 
now men sp^k out; and I, for one, will tell yon what 
the Bible reveals as to that part ot the Declaration of 
Independence as fearlesly as I tell yon what it says of 
the system of slavery. 

HOW MEN ARE MADE INFIDELS. 

I agree with you that some men have been, are and 
will be made infidels by hearing that God has ordained 
slavery as one form of His government over depraved man¬ 
kind. But how does this fact prove that the Bible does 
not sanction slavery ? Why, sir, you have been all yonr 
life teaching that some men are made Infidels by hearing 
any truth of the Bible 1—that some men are made infidels 
by hearing the Trinity—Depravity—^Atonement—Divin¬ 
ity of Christ—Eesnrrection—Eternal Punishment. True; 
and these men find “ great laws of their nature — instinc¬ 
tive feelings ’’—just such as you find against slavery, and 
not more perverted in them than in you, condemning all 
this Bible. And they hold now, with yonr sanction, that 
a book affirming such facts “ cannot be from God." 

Sir, some men are made infidels by hearing the Ten 
Commandments, and they find ‘‘great laws of their na¬ 
ture,” as strong in them as yonrs in you against slavery, 
warring against every one of these commandments. And 
they declare now, with yonr authority, that a book im¬ 
posing such restraints upon human nature ‘‘cannot be 
\from God." Sir, what is it makes infidels ? You have 
been wont to answer—“ they will not have God to rule 
over them. They will not have the Bible to control the 
great laws of their nature.” Sir, that is the true answer. 
And you know that the great instinct of liberty is only 
one of three great frnas, needing--special teaching and 
government—that is to say, the instinct to rule ; the in¬ 
stinct to submit to be ruled ; and the instinct for liberty. 
Ton know, too, that the instinct to submit is the strongest; 
the instinct to rule is next; and that the aspiration for i 
liberty is the weakest. Hence yon know the overwhelm¬ 
ing majority of men have ever been willing to be slaves; 
masters have been next in number, while the few have 
struggled for freedom. 

The Bible, then, in proclaiming God’s will as to these 
three great impulses, will be rejected by men, exactly as 
they have yielded forbidden control to the one or the 
other of them. The Bible will make infidels of masters, 
when God calls to them to rule right, or to give up mle, 
if they have allowed the instinct of power to make them 
hate God’s authority. Pharaoh spoke for all infidel 
rulers when he said, “ Who is the Lord, that I should obey 
his voice ? ” 

The Bible will make infidels of slaves, when God calls 
them to aspire to be free, if they have permitted the in¬ 
stinct of s^mission to make them hate His commands. 
The Israelites, in the wilderness, revealed ten times, in 
their murmuring, the slave instinct in all ages. “ Would 
to God we had died in the wilderness." You know all 
this, and yon condemn these infidels. Good. 

Bnt, air, you know eq^y well that the Bible will 
make infidels of men affirming the instinct of liberty, 
when God calls them to learn of him how much liberty 
He gives, and how He gives it, and when He gives it—if 
they have so yielded to this law of their nature as to 
make them despise the word of the Lord. Sir, Korah, 
Dathan and Abiram, spoke out just wbat the liberty aud 
equality men have said in all time. “ Ye, Moses and 
Aaron, take too much upon you, seeing all the conmga- 
tion are holy, every one of them—wherefore, then, lift ye 
up yourselves above the congregation ? ” Terily, air, these 
men were intensely excited by “ the great laio of our na¬ 
ture—the great instinct of freedom.” Tea, that, they 
told God, to his face, they had looked within, and found 
the higher law of liberty and equality, the eternal right, 
in thnr iniudional consciousness ; and that they would 
not submit to His wiU, in the elevation of Moses and 
Aaron above them. . , -r , , • 

Verily, sir, you, in the spirit of Korah, now proclaim 
and say—« Ye masters, and ye white men, who are mas¬ 
ters, North and South, ye take too much upon you, 
seeing the negro is created your equal, and, by unalienable 
right, is as free as you, and entitled to all yonr political 
and social life. Ye take, then, too much upon you in ex¬ 
cluding him from yonr positions of wealth and honour— 
from yonr halls of legislation and from yourjialace of the 
nation—and from yonr splendid couch—and from your 
fair woman with long hair, on that couch, and in that 
gilded chariot—wherefore, then, lift ye up yourselves i 
shove the negro ?”

SEE that you are pitching into Mr. Eli Thayer for 
bis Colonization scheme. My dear Sovtlh, it is all gas. I 
like the views of yonr correspondent from Halifax (“ S,” 
I think) better than any I have seen. Let them come. 
We have room enongh, and to spare. Let Garrison, 
Wendell Phillips, Greeley and all come; it is exactly 
what I wish. Of coarse they must behave themselves 

' obey our laws. But if they will do this and become 
i citizens, I will warrant their abhorrence of slavery

Dr. Boss represents his Deity as sending an angel to 
order those mothers and their little ones back to a land 
of chains, and pollntion, and suffering. I was not aware 
that any heathen God of the present day was held forth 
to mankind as clothed with such revolting attributes ; bnt 
if snch a being exists, whether he be called a God, a 
man, or a devil, I abhor and pity him ; and most deeply 
do I deplore the heathenism of those who worship him. 

As the Deity whom Dr. Roes worships is entirely op¬ 
posed to the God of my adoration, it were impossible for 
us to agree on any religions or political question.

BROWNSON ON TANEY. 

From Th« fprlsgfltld (Mass.) RapubUean. 

Hitherto, to the history of American political parties, 
Catholicism has exhibited a striking affinity for, or sym¬ 
pathy with, the Democratic party; and, as a natural con¬ 
sequence, has been directly and indirectly the ally of 
slavery. It wonld not be difficult to show the reason for 
this, but we do not propose to go beyond the fact which 
is everywhere recognise. This fact was no more appa¬ 
rent at the last Preeidential election than it has been at ' 
previons elections. It was no more manifest in the late 
extra-judicial optoions of J udge Taney, the Catholic, than 
it has for years been in the votes of the Irish and German 
Catholics. It is, therefore, a noteworthy event when a 
high CiUbolio authority assaujcs otN»r ground, and comes 
out to opposition, be it with never so many qualifications. 
Dr. Orestes A. Brownson, in the April nnmber of bis 
Review, in an article on the slavery qnestion, though 
maintainiBg that a man may hold a slave with n gi ’ 
conscience, that the abolition movement of the non-sla 
holding States, as it has been carried on for nearly thirty 
years, is filial and immoral, and that Congress has no 
right to legislate upon the subject of slavery, either in the 
States or the Territories—condemns in the strongest 
terms Jndge Taney’s opinion upon the relations and posi¬ 
tion of the black race. We quote from the Review: 

Under the law of Natnre there are no slaves, for all men 
— - created equal, and one man has has no ]us dominii over 
another.” 

“ Wo are told, again, that slaves are property, and the 
Union is bound to recognise and pr- ieoi slave property as 
much as any other species of propeny. Very true, where 
slave property exists, bnt not where it dues not exist. In the

will become a greater desolation than ever, and the pay¬ 
ment of taxes will become impossible. That, in short, 
our only alternative is freedom and free labour, or insol¬ 
vency and repudiation. Our brilliant but superficial 
Governor, Henry A. Wise, really believed that railroads 
constituted the difference between the free and the slave 
States—as great a mistake as to suppose that houses and 
carriages would alone constitute a great commercial city. 

We built railroads, but find we have comparativdy no 
travel or trade to sustain them. I have been several 
times over the Manassa Gap road within the last six 
months, and with only a daily train each way, I have not 
on either trip seen thirty passengers, and there are but 
three freight trains each way over the road per week. 

This is one of onr most promising roads, and the public 
wUl judge its prospect of paying dividends, or even of 
paying its running expenses, when any considerable' 
repairs shall be demanded. This lamentable want of bu¬ 
siness is all explained from the fact that the popolation 
of the State is only twenty-three to the square mile—one- 
third of this coloured and more than half the residue poor 
whites, so depressed by want of education and the social 
arrogance of their saviors as to have no occasion to use 
railroads. In New York the moving, active population 
is eighty, and in Massachusetts one hundred and fifty to 
the square mile. 

Suppose 10,000 femilies, or 50,000 live Yankees per 
year, for the next five years, carrying, on an average, 

82,000 to each family, could be thrown into Virginia, it 
is easy to see that the bumness on her railroads would be 
doubled, and those now dragging out a lingering death 
would be quickened into new life and become profitable 
and dividend paying concerns. Lands in that State would 
everywhere appreciate, and we wonld soon have an assess¬ 
ment roll of §1,000,000,000, which would make iteaay to 
pay taxes and raise the commercial credit of the State so 
as to make her bonds above par in the markets. Snch 
is the prosperity which I desire for that once glorious old 
Commonwealth to which I feel indebted for the highest 
of human enjoyments found only to the quiet sincerity of 
domestic life. If I conld aid in securing such prosperity, 
it would be the only revenge I would wish for the indig¬ 
nities heaped upon me by the blind folly of some of the 
misguided sons of that State, now curs& by slavery, bnt 
before long to be blessed by freedom, as she is favoured 
by soil, climate, and all the prodigal gifts of most liberal 


The condition of Virginia railroads, an example of 
which is given in the Post of today, looks discoaragtog 
enongh, bnt I still hope for relief through the only possi¬ 
ble means—a generous welcome, to the spirit of her an¬ 
cient hospil^ty, to the emigrants from the ever active 
and teeming North and East. This will give her more 
snbstantial and material support under her weight of 
debt and taxation, than can be afforded by her present 
sublimated and etherial pabulnm—the past recollection of 
departed greatness.

she fled from her mistress; I sent her back: Why hast 
thou not understood my words (uttered) four thousand 
years ago, that the slave shall not flee from his master ? ” 
In another part of bis letter, Dr. Boss reprraents Deity 
as saying, “ I for a time sanctioned polygamy, and made 
it right.” 

I design no interference to thecorrespondencL between 
the gentlemen named ; but I desire that no infidel shall 
understand me as worshipping the God described by Dr. 
Ross. I do homage to that God of Christianity, who is 
immutable, holy, just and pure in His whole character, in ] 
all His attributes, in all His laws, who has said to i 
kind, “ I change not.” The God I worshto never sus¬ 
pended His law of purity, that a Mormon, or Presbyterian, 
or Socialist may pollute the earth with polygamy, or con- 
cabinage, or slavery.

Ryndere, the new United States Marshal. Ever since 
his accession to office he has not been slow to inform all 
who exhibited the least inqnisitivmiess on the snbject that 
he intended to discharge the obligations of his marsbalship 
in the most impartial manner. In faia own language, he 
“ was agoing to break np tbe slave trade, to this port,

centy of his professions. Learning that a slaver was fit¬ 
ting out at Pier 48, foot of Clinton street. East River, he 
set abont composing her capture and condemation. The 
suspected vessel proved to be the schooner Merchant, 
Capt. Strom, a Baltimore clipper, formerly employed in 
the coasting trade between New York and Richmond. 

Tbe Marshal and his nephew (one of the deputies) kept 
her constantly in view, watching her by turns night and 
day, and saw her take in a cargo of 140 casks, some of 
which were filled with fresh, the rest with salt water, be¬ 
sides beef, pork, rice, beans, flour, and lumber for a slave 
deck. To better carry out his plans, he disguised himself 
as a conatryman, on Wednesday, and strolled on board a 
ship to the vicinity of the schooner. His supposed ver¬ 
dancy afforded much amusement to the ship’s people, who 
laughed and joked considerably at his expense. After 
they had somewhat tired of the ton, he carelessly in¬ 
quired abont toe vessels lying around. They told him 
some pretty big yarns, bnt presently, pointing to a Httie 
schooner, said, “ That fellow is a blackbird.” “ Sho, you 
can’t come that over me, you know ; I’m fly,” said the 
Marshal. “ I know blackbirds too well for that—have 
plenty whar I come from.” They explained that they 
meant him to understand by blackbird that this vessel 
was a slaver, about to depart for the Coast to get a cargo 
of slaves. They then related to the supposed countryman 
a nnmber of circumstances in relation to the schooner, 
many of which he knew from previons information to ba 
true, and regaled him with some marvcllons tales about 
the slave trade. 

■rbe Merchant cleared on Wednesday for Corsica, 
Africa, and the Marshal, proenring the necessary war¬ 
rants, chartered toe steaming Satellite and put on board 
TOme of his deputies to assist Capt. Faunce and his men 
making the capture. He expected that she would sail 
1 Thursday about 10 o’clock, and intruded to join in toe 
pursuit, but during his temporary absence she put off in 
low of the steamer George BirUbeck, and of coarse the 
Satellite had to follow her without delay, leaving the 
Marshal behind. The slaver was towed down near toe 
revenue cutter, passing within a few yards, apparently for 
the purpose of ascertaining whether she was snspected. 
Everything, however, was quiet on the cutter, and, seeing 
1 preparations to follow, she went on unsuspectingly. 

At Sandy Hook the steamer cast off the schooner, and 
returned toward the city ; but no sooner had she left her 
than another tug, the John Birkbeck, made for her and 
took her in tow. Steam was then crowded on the Satel¬ 
lite, and, as she came within a short distance of the 
schooner, the second steamtug cast off from her and 
steered away in a south-easterly directly. The schooner 
was speedily overhauled and boarded ten miles outside of 
Sandy Hook. The people on board instantly submitted 
to their fate, and, leaving Capt. Faunce in charge of toe 
prize, Lieut. Sanford took the Satellite and went in pur- 
tolt of toe fugitive swamtug. After a smart enase, ho 
overhauled and seized her. Both vessels were then 
brought up to the city and anchored under the guns of 
the revenue cutter .Washington. On toe schooner they 
arrested John Jones, the American master; James Mills, 
first mate; James Travers, second mate; John F. Peters, 
Christopher Alexander, Martin Frank, John Roberts, 
John Brown and Frank Antonio, seamen. 

The enpplementary steamer was hired to take down the 
Portuguese officers and owners with their baggage and 
put them on the schooner; bat seeing toe Satellite in 
pursuit, they remained on the tug, and were also arrested. 
They gave their names as Vincent Biero, Genaro Oarvaca, 
Andreas Castro and Caspar ,M. Da Cunha. All of their 
trunks, ready packed, were also found on her and seized. 
At least three of the above are old hands at the bnsiness. 
Da Cunha we at once recognised as one of toe officers on 
the slaver Palmouth, seized and sold some time ago in 
^Rt^port, who was tried and acquitted before Judge 

At night, while toe steamer John Birkbeck was lying 
alongside the revenue cutter, the Deputy Marshal made 
several searches for stowaways, but did not find any. The 
only man fo be seen below was apparently a fireman; at 
least he Bad on a fireman’s smock, and was soppyling the 
furnaces with coal. Presently he was not to be seen, and 
Capt. Bynders resolved to institute a stricter search, 
which rraulted in discovering him hidden in the water- 
tank, half-immersed in water. Of course he was handed 
out, when it was discovered that he .was Joseph Santos, 
of Morrisania, a stevedore engaged in fitting out slavers, 
and the person who had got the Merchant ready for sea. 
His memorandnm-book, containing the proof of this, was 
fonnd in his possession. A subsequent search resulted in 
toe discovery of Andreas Castro, stowed away under a 
berth, behind a couple of chests. He was also released 
from his uncomfortable quarters by the Marshal. 

Yesterday afternoon the steamboat was boarded, and 
all of the arrested parties were lodged in Eldridge street 
Jail to await a judicial investigation. 

We understand that quite recently two vessels—the 
rahooner Ann Williams and the brig Putnam—were sold 
in this port to Spanish houses to engage in the slave 
trade, and that they have since sailed ter Havana. The 
Newport (B. I.) News of Thursday says : 

“ We learn that the schooner J. H. Record, Capt. King, of 
this port, is probably sold at Havana, Cuba, upon private 
terms. She is a firet-olasa vessel, of superior model, aud was 
owned by Alderman Freeborn and others. Onr readers un- 
doabtedly remember that this schooner was brooght into this 
port in Joly last, having landed a cargo of slaves upon the 
coast of Cnba, and immediately after been scuttled by the 
officers and crew. We very much fear that this vessel, poases- 
-'ag euperior sailing qaallhes, may have been sold to eoma 
aban, who intends to send her to tbe coast of Africa.” 

From these facta which hare come to light, the extent 
of toe nefarious traffic may be inferred. Where one pasa 
becomes known, half a dozen are never heard of. Let ns 
h(^ that, so far as this port is concerned, toe Martoal 
will do his duty with energetic fearlessness, and that the 
other officers of justice will be prompt to second his efforts. 


JUDGE STORTS OPINION. 

The Buffalo Commercial Advertiser relates that in the 
opinion delivered by Justice Nelson of this State, in the 
Supreme Court of toe United States, on the Dred Scott 
he quoted a very remarkable letter written by Judge 
Story in 1828, relating to a case analogous to that of 
Drcd Scott. It S66in6d. that Judge Story was accustoioed 
to write at least once a year to Lord Stowell, sending 
him a copy of his judicial decisions, which the latter duly 
reciprocatM. At length a case rose in the English Court 
(of which Lord Stowell was Chief-Justice) when an An¬ 
tigua slave was carried by his master to England for 
temporary residence, and wassub^uently taken back to 
Antigua. He brought suit for bis freedom, and the Infe¬ 
rior Court decided against his right to freedom. In the 
Appellate Court, Lord Stowell, in behalf of a majority 
of toe Court, affirmed toe judgment below. Lord Stowell 
sent his decision to Judge Story, who delayed reply¬ 
ing so long that Lord S. again wrote to him, expressing 
regret at not receiving a reply, and a hope that their 
pleasant correspondence of so many years’ standing, 
would not cease. To these letters J udge Story replied aa 
follows:

We copy the foregoing, says J/je Jriftwie, from the 
JonrnafTcomm^ce, that eager defender o the divine 
inatitntion. The views laid down m this letter afford no 
sapport to the doctrines of the present day. Judge Story 
Bimply declares that a slave coming voluntarily into a 
Free State and voluntarily returning to hia servile condi- 
tion, does not thereby emancipate himself in the eye of 
the law. This is good law, as the world goes and, so far 
as we know, is uncontroverted law. It was the doctrine 
laid down by Lord Stowcll in the case referred to. But 
it is quite a different thing from the Taney ism defended by 
the Journal of Commerce and kindred prints. J udge 
Taney holds that a slave may be forcibly cairied into a 
Free State ahd forcibly taken back ; and that, however 
unwilling he might have been to be returned, yet the law 
of that Free Slate, decreeing his freedom, gives him no 
protection against re enslavement. 

There is not, therefore, a single crumb of comfort — 
the letter of J udge Story which the Journal introduces 
with such a flourish. It does not in any degree what¬ 
ever shield any one of the atrocious dogmas of our Slave¬ 
holders’ Court.

In times gone by, speculators were quite as 
anxious to make money as Eli Thayer, but to announce 
that this was their sole object would have defeated their 
schemes. To make their scheme appreciated by the pub¬ 
lic, they would have had to throw around it the guise of 
philantrophy or utilitarianism, and it is a sad evidence of | 
the utter decline of public morality in this nation when 
the barefaced worship of money commands publie praise.

It has 
stripped toe discussion of the question of all the sophis¬ 
tries and delusions with which it used to be environed md 
men have to look at it in its simple nature. Sfevejy ^ 
presented to the contemplation of the world without tie 
accidents which formerly distracted attention from its 
essence. It is not now defended as a painful necessity— 1 
a black thread so interwoven with toe brighter tissue of j 
our institutions toat it cannot be disentangled frnr 
without unravelling the whole. It is supported as 
substantial groundwork of the whole—as the divii’f _ 
tide of our republican life—as toe heavenly spark which j 
toe Creator kindlied in our politieal existence which con¬ 
nects us with Him and His providence. All toe skir¬ 
mishers have been swept away and dispersed. The two 
main armies now stand face to face—each calling upon 
God as its helper—and each claiming to be the champion 
of the plan of the Dmne Providence. 

It took many long years of trial to bring about this 
happy position of things. Doctrines which were drapised 
and rejected of men, and which had to seek shelter in gar¬ 
rets and stables, can now command toe attention of toe 
readers of toe great joarnals of this city and of the whole 
land. Slavery is no longer under taboo. It has vindicated 
its right to be considered, and ita precedence as the first, 
and almost as the only, thing of a publie nature worth 
considering. The friends of slavery, at the North as well 
as in toe South, are doing almost as good a work by the 
fierce and fnantic desperation of their defence of it as its 
enemies can by their direct assaults upon it. The reeling 
helots of a pro-slavery fanaticiem are teaching lessons of 
temperate truth and righteous soberness to the growing 
guilt of the land. The last great political excitement 
which shook the coantry, in reality breathed only the i 
breath of toe struggle toe Abolitionists called np out of 
the silence of the natron’s night. All the niceties of gram¬ 
mar and the skilfuteess of language could not hide the 
real meaning which possessed toe Northern mind. No 
professions of qus.lified loyalty to Slavery, as the equal 
colleague of Frev .dom in the control of our afiairs, deceived 
ita immediate champions. They saw that it was hostility 
to slavery that gave all the vitality it had to the Repub- 
lioan Movement, and they saw, too, that the masses of the 
paa-ty were fugr in advance of their leaders. It is no small 
triumph to hi ive built up a political movement, far as it. 
fell short of what we discern to be the only principle of 
genuine life, which was hindered only by a few hundred 
false votes of electing its leader President of toe United 
States. 

But tloB appai-ent progress and prosperity of the cause 
demands new labours and fi'esh indu,‘try, insteiid of afford¬ 
ing an excuse for a remission of the one and a relaxation 
of the other. The world has apparently advanced to toe I 
position which the American Anti-Slavery Sooiety occu- 
pkid yours ago; but the advance is apparent only. 
Among the active members of the Republican party there 
were doubtless many who really looked upon it as the 
immediate means of attacking and weakening slavery. 
They were moved by honest and sincere hearts iu the part 
they took in it. But, as a Movement, it was essentially 
compromising and political. It strove to make friends 
with the Manomon of Unrighteousness as far as it was 
consistent or pmssible to do so. The leaders disclaimed 
any hostility to slavery per se, but only as it affected the 
cause of Free La,hour in Kansas. They proclaimed their 
entire readiness to support a Slaveholder, if he were other-1 
wise an available candidate and one whom the party pre¬ 
ferred- The party professed to have no basis of principle, 
but to be founded merely on a shifting expediency, and 
that relating to the narrowest point of resistance to 
slavery, to be any resistance at all. It is true that the 
rank and file were much better than their leaders, and 

_ that the leaders were much better than they-seemed. But i 

I whatever was really good and sound in tho -Anti-Slavery

”” ’ '' ' thought which often presses itself upon onr hearts. We 

fear that the laws which establish and regulate Slavery ii 
S’jveral of your States, are a source of weakness, not only 
in your own dear country, but to her legitimate influence 
over other nations. We know that there are Christians in 
the United States who possess slaves, and we would not 
offend them. “ Honour all men,” says the Scripture 
i Peter ii. 17), and above all we wish to do so “ to them 
(At have obtained a like precious faith with us” (2 
Peter i. 1). We would assure them we coma not to speak 
them as enemies, but as brethren. We do not claim 
tho right of imposing our opinion with authority upon 
ti:;;;:,—the Pope of Rome alone believes that he has that 
pov-;;r—and we do not doubt that those among you who 
di-;; r ’ham us on this subject, are sincere and upright in 
their opinions. However, if we would speak in love, we 
most also do so in truth and with that precious liberty 
which belongs to Christians. We know, moreover, that 
the city of Calvin is an object of deep and brotherly sym¬ 
pathy in America. Your citizens who visit us are contin¬ 
ually giving us fresh proofs of this, and this circumstance 
excites a hope that our request will find some favour ii 
your eyes. But, we repeat, we do not pretend to teach 
you, but to give you a cordial token of our brotherly love. 

brethren, if it is true, not only that Slavery 
is established in several of your States, but that iu 
many plases it is unlawful to instruct the children of 
slaves, or even for the parents to attend public worship; 
if it is true that the ties of husband and wife, parent and 
child, are often violently severed; if it is true that 
master acquires the property and possession of a woman 
if she were his own wife ; if other facts, which we pre¬ 
fer not to describe here, are true; we ask ourselves, 
would also ask you, if such laws are compatible 
with the ieternal principles of Christiauty, which we 
all bound to obey ? 

We might doubtless ibring forward other arguments. 
We might remind you that slavery is contrary to natural 
rights, and that all men having freedom alike, cannot be 
deprived of that liberty unless forfeited by some criminal 
act; that the rights of property in men and in things are 
widely different, and toat no man is allowed to sell a 
haman being as he would a material object. We might 
say, with Montesquieu, that slavery is hurtful alike to the 
slave and to the wiaster ; to the master especially, because 
he acquires all sorts of vices with his slaves. He becomes 
proud, hasty, Jpassionate, hard, voluptuous, cruel. We 
might add, with that illustrious author, that in every 
country, however severe the toll which society exacts, the 
results may be obtained from freemen, by encouraging 
them with rewards and privileges, adapting the labour to 
their strength, by bring to thefr aid machinery which art 
invents, and. which, we might add, art has invented abun¬ 
dantly since the days of that great writer. But we pre¬ 
fer waiving such material considerations, and dwelling 
upon our argument in a Christian point of view. We 
acknowledge, dear brethren, that slavery is not explicitly 
abolished iu the New Testament; we see that Christian 
not prohibited from having slaves (Col. iv. 

1; EpU. vi. 9), and that slaves are exhorted to submis¬ 
sion and fidelity (Eph. vi. 6, 8 j Col. iii. 22,26 ; Titus ili. 

9,10 ; 1 Peter 11.6,18). t Yes, slaves ought to be obe¬ 
dient and faithful, and nothing should be said which could 
drive them to revolt; that is certain ; and yet it is as | 
certain that slavery is opposed to the true spirit of Chris¬ 
tianity. 

There are many texts in the Now Testament which 
make this plain. Does not St. Paul say to the Christian 
slave that if he can obtain his freedom, ho is to take advan¬ 
tage of it? (1 Cor. vil. 21.) “ The Apostle thus demon¬ 
strates that liberty is not only good, but also more advan¬ 
tageous than slavery,” says Calvin. Is it not also evident 
that slaves who have beoiwne Christians, should be regard¬ 
ed by their masters as brethren, according to tho Epistle of 
Philemon ? Does not the same Apostle, in another place, 
say that before the Lord in heaven, the slave is as the free 7 
(Eph. vi. 9.) Do not the Scriptuxes elsewhere declare 
that the slave and the free share in the same blessings of I 
God, in Christ Jesus, the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost, 
one God blessed forever ? Is He not toe true and living 
God of the black as well as of the white man ? If the Eter- 
over, became 


not to exclaim 

the primitive Christians, “ By one spirit are we all bap¬ 
tized into one body, whether we be bond or free ? ” (1 
Cor. xii. 13.) •< There is neither bond nor free, but Christ 
is all and in all,” (Col. iii. U)- Such being the teach¬ 
ing of the Scriptures, do you not think with us, beloved 
brethren, that these principles suppress the spirit of 
slavery, and only leave its name and appearance. Do you 
not believe toat since God, our common Father, bestows 
the tender sympathies of his love equally upon the slave 
and the free, we their brethren cannot refuse the precious 
boon of liberty to those who are deprived of it ? If Christ 
has made them free, shall not wc free them also? Chris¬ 
tianity in general did not lay violent or imprudent hands 
on civil institutions, but spread its priuoiples everywhere, 
and gave preeepts to all men, ihe application of which 
was gradually to bring about the suppression of all 
abuses. 

These considerations are important; but, we repeat, 
what particularly induces us to make an oppeal to your | 
consciences, is the system of laws, manifestly opposed to 
the precepts of Christianity, with which several of your 
States have been obliged to burden their legislation, 
order to maintain slavery in the midst of yon. It is not 
needful to enumerate these laws; we know them from 
official documents published in Europe, and which have 
caused both astonishment and grief to the friends of reli¬ 
gion, morality and liberty. We are aware these laws do 
not exist in a good many of your States; we know that, 
with tho exception of one or two laws, legislation on 
slavery is local, instituted in their sovereign power by 
those States alone which practice slavery. But that; 
way prevents us from freely expressing the sentiments 
which animate ns, either to just and moderate men, 
who doubtless are to be found in abundance in the South- 
!S, or to all the Christians of the American Union, 
mistake not, there are three olasses of opinions 
and of persons in the United States, as to the present sub¬ 
ject ; one is decidedly against slavery, the other is decid¬ 
edly in its favour ; but there is a medium class which 
hesitates, and we think the moment has arrived when all 
those who belonged to that class ought to decide before 
God and their consolence, wisely, but with courage and 
firmness. Between Christianity on one side, and utilita¬ 
rianism on the other, we do not think that Christians 
shonld hesitate. 

The two great features which characterize the United 
States, and which form the essence of your people, are 
they not, honoured friends—the Gospel and Liberty? 
And are yon not called upon both to enjoy these two bless¬ 
ings for yourselves, and to testify to others how happy 
those nations who possess them, and thus to be the 
means of spreading them in the world ? Now, it is pre¬ 
cisely the Gospel and Liberty which are implicated in this 
question. The maintenance of slavery might hinder the 
growth of these two great principles. The most eminent
